Death of Ray Wakefieid 
Tragic End lo ihe Life of 
O 


A Fine Public Servant 


by Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4— Ray Wakefieid, who 


had seivoci his country long and faithfully, was 
found in the bathtub the other day with his 
wrists slashed. His death, shoitly thereafter, 
did not provoke the same storm that followed 
the suicide of another "high public official last 
sprmg, but it should not pass unnoticed 


Ray Wakefieid was a Republican who had 


made a career of government. Beginning as a 
California district attorney, then as a California 
railroad commissioner, he worked his way up 
to be a federal communications commissioner. 
Moot of his adult life he spent serving his gov- 
ernment and both Democrats and Republicans 
testified that he served it well. 


When his term expired on the federal com- 


munications commissioner in 1947, both Repub- 
lican and Demo:ratic senatois, together with the 
Democratic -FCC chairman, recommended him 
for reappomtmeat. 


And he was re-appointed. This particular post 


of the FCC had to be filled by a Republican 
and Truman sent Wakefield's name up to the 
Senate. 


Then, one day after President Truman made 


a speech at Princeton June, 1947, urging young 
men to make a career of government service, 
he suddenly withdrew Wakefield's name from 
the Senate. 


"There is a critical shortage of such men," 


the president had told the Princeton graduates 
referring to government servants. 
Then he 


went back to Washington and killed the ap- 
pointment of a man who had spent 25 faithful 
years in government service. 


Stepped on Toes 
Wakefieid, just oefore his appointment was 


withdrawn, had issued a report which saved 
the American public $2,500,000 a year in ladio 
and telegraph rales. Because of this and his 
consistent championship of lower rates for the 
public, the big radio and communications com- 
panies didn't like Him. On top of this he had 
ruled against giving a radio station to Speaker 
Sam Rayburn's nephew at Houston, Texas. Fi- 
nally, Senator Bricker of Ohio, who sought a 
radio station at Columbus, O., waned his friend 
Congressman Robert Jones of Ohio, appointed 
in Wakegield's place. 


Jones had been elected witn the support of 


Gerald L. K. Smith and other 
isolationist 


gioups, once had belonged to the Black Legion. 
But Wakefield's name was withdrawn and Jones 
was appointed in his place. 


To one who had dedicated his life to gov- 


ernment service, who had raised a family on 
a skimpy government salary, and who had tried 
to defend the public's interest, naturally this 
was pretty hard for Ray Wakefieid to take. 
At first he- figured he might practice law, then 
went abroad on a makeshift radio assignment. 
But he couldn't sleep at night and he kept 
looking back at all tnose 25 years spent trying 
to work his way up from a young deputy dis- 
trict attorney in Fresno, Calif., then as a tax 
appraiser, then on to Washington — always 
working for the public. 


And so, with no one particulaily left to woik 


for, Ray passed away last week. He was taken 
to 'no government hospital. 
His funeral will 


not be held in state 
But his death will be 


mourned by many little people \vho knew Ray 
Wakegield as a friend of man 
Another Public Servant 
Petite Anne Alpern, noted city solicitor of 


Pittsburgh, Pa., gave senators on the interstate 
commerce committee a piece of her nimble mind 
the other day. 


Testifying on the stymied reappomtment of 


Leland Olds, liberal fedeial power commission- 
er, the lady lawyer from Pittsbuigh asked, in 
effect, whether the committee was talcing or- 
ders from the American people or fiom the 
pnvate gas-and-oil lobby which is so vehement- 
ly fighting Olds' confirmation. 


The big gas companies, Miss Alpern asserted, 


were against Olds because he opposed legislation 
exempting them from federal rate regulation. 


"I'm not 'concerned about the fate of one 


man," testified Miss Alpern, "but I am con- 
cerned about the fate of American consumers. 
We cannot afford to jettison men like Leland 
Olds who have devoted then caieers to pio- 
tectmg consumeis. The one thing his enemies 


' don't like about him is that they can't swerve 


him fiom his public duty." 


In the very middle of a sentence Sen. Lyn- 


don Johnson of Texas, elected by those who 
opposed Pappy O'Daniel but who has been 
veering over to Pappy's big oil-and-gas voting 
record, pulled a stop watch on the lady, in- 
formed her that her time was up. 


"I wasn't expecting to share my time with 


members of the committee, who have asked 
me so many questions," replied Miss Alpern and 
was given a few more words 


Note — Olds is another public servant who, 


like Wakefieid, has not been afraid to buck 
the big interests in favor of his fellowmen.

exert energy and wit to the limit of individual 
resourcefulness. 


In many quartet s of the world the big cry 


now is "security." 
In Britain the aim is to 


piotect the citizen fiom the cradle to the grave. 
He is cushioned against adversity whenever and 
wheiever it may strike. America itself is push- 
ing towaid an ever larger welfare piogram. 


Fair-minded, full-hearted people must ac- 


knowledge that the average citizen needs safe- 
guards to soften the blows of an ill fortune he 
may neither be able to anticipate 01 to combat 
alone 
That basic punciple has long since been 


accepted in this count! y. 


But no one wants to see seciuity-mmdedness 


dominate our whole thinking. 
Democracy has 


been described as the "revolution of the indi- 
vidual " If the individual is truly the key fig- 
ure, the nation must do all in its power to main- 
tain a political, economic and social framework 
within which he can flourish as a resourceful 
free-swinging, self reliant person. 


The newspaperboy is that kind of fellow. He 


is 011 the lowest rung of the ladder to success 
and it's a long way to the top. But he's there 
by his own efforts. 
Nobody guarantees him a 


fixed annual income or a certain volume of 
business 
What he gets by hustling and shout- 


ing his waies. 


So long as youngsters still have the will to 


step out on their own and scrap for pennies at 
newsstands or on deliveiy routes, America will 
have at least one stiong assurance that the "re- 
volution of the individual" isn't over.

A case in point is the experience of the presi- 


dent of an REA board. Convinced all was not 
well with the management which was empower- 
ed to build lines, the board chairman called 
in government officials. At a meeting of the 
REA board, by a showing of hands, the man- 
ager was asked to resign. But this employee 
failed to tender a resignation. Convincing a 
majority of the board members Washington 
was attempting to usuip power, the manager 
reversed the "straw" vote on an official vote: 
Then what happened'' Officials representing 
REA, 
under a contract clause when money is 


lent, simply fired the manager. 


The whole trouble, as so often is turn where 


conhol is vested in an honorary board or one 
receiving small compensation, was that the 
manager really was boss. Moreover, for years, 
there have not been enough members in attend- 
ance at the annual meeting of this REA co- 
operative to elect a board of directors and the 
men continued in office by default. It's about 
time REA patrons woke up and realized their 
service might be m jeopardy if they show no 
interest whatever in how business is conducted. 
Next time jou get an invitation to an REA 
meeting, make it a point to attend. 


The Doctor Says 


People Onglil lo be Informed 
On The Symptoms of Cancer

When cancer is found early 


enough the c h a n c e s for cure 
are good. For this reason it is 
extremely important that every- 
one should know what symptoms 
should send them to the doctor for 
tests to decide whether early can- 
cer is present or not. 


There is more cancer in the 


gastrointestinal 
tract 
(stomach 


and intestines) than in any other 
one system of the body. There- 
fore, any loss of weight which 
cannot be explained by dieting or 
other obvious cause is suspicious. 
Bleeding from the intestines or 
the presence of any mass, tumor 
or swelling inside the abdomma^ 
cavity are causes for investiga- 
tion. Difficulty in swallowing or 
unexplained loss of appetite should 
also result in a prompt visit to the 
physician. 


The next most common loca- 


tions for cancer are in the breasts 
and in the uterus or womb. Any 
lump in the breast is reason for 
examination. Any change in the 
nature of the bleeding from the 
womb or any discharge also re- 
quire investigation. 
Found in Other Places 


Cancerous g r o w t h s can de- 


velop in other places, such ai 
the lungs, bladder or kidney, o: 
the mouth 
Sores in the mouth, 


on the tongue or on the skin which 


do not heal quickly may be can- 
cerous 
Lumps appearing any- 


where on the body should always 
be suspected Unexplained bleed- 
ing fiom any of the openings of 
the body is always cause for im- 
mediate examination 


Some people are abnormally 


afraid of cancer and go from doc- 
tor to doctor thinking that they 
have the disease but are not being 
told the truth. This condition is 
called cancerophobia. The suffer- 
ing which such people undergo is 
real and their distress is great. 


In order to keep their minds as 


tree from fear as possible they 
need to be reassured evei-y so 
otten that they do not have cancer.

W. Slark Ellezy, a member of the 
faculty at Stephens college, Co- 
lumbia. 


Marriage is not always rain- 


bows and sunshine, Dr. Ellezey 
told his audience. 
People some- 


times get tangled up in their re- 
lations and too many times di- 
vorce is the result. Today's mode 
of living has changed, he said, 
since the time pop held the purse 
strings and sat on a throne. The 
change came, he 
pointed out, 


when women began getting equal 
rights with men and left their 
homes to go into industry 
and 


when they found that they could 
survive with out father or hus- 
band. The authoritaties age when 
father earned the living for his 
family and his wife and children 
were obedient, changed to demo- 
cratic age when the wjfe was no 
longer subservient, Dr. Ellezy said, 
but there came instead a demo- 
cratic partnership. 


People of the same background 


and from the same section of the 
country have the best chance for 
successful marriage, Dr. Ellezy 
said, because there are not so 
many adjustments to be made. 
With the airplane age there will 
be more mixed marriages and 
more difficulties to 
which 
ad- 


justments must be made. 


There had to be an ad]ustment 


to this new way of life, the speak- 
er said, and we have had to grope 
along to find it. The time when 
father's word was law with the 
children, changed too, and be- 
came instead a method of guid- 
ance of the child's life, he said. 
This, also, we learned the hard 
way, Dr. Ellezy said, going too far 
the other way where children al- 
lowed to do anything they pleased 
without correction because they 
were expressing themselves — if 
they were corrected in any man- 
ner then it did something to his 
individuality. We finally saw the 
error of our ways on that score, 
he said. 


The radical change that was 


brought about by women leaving 
their homes for jubs, the invention 
of the automobile, airplane and 
other things and two world wars 
brought the American family a 
crisis, Dr. Ellezy said. 
Children 


sense this change and feel it, he 
said. They need the feeling of 
security more than anything else. 
The youth is restless because there 
are no standards of life to which 
to adjust, the speaker said, every- 
thing is shifting and they need lo 
get their feet on the ground. 


The change brought about by 


the women going 
out 
of 
the 


homes into industry has started a 
different kind of life, he said, and 
has changed men's attitude toward 
them ' At one time men would 
have been ashamed for their wives 
to work but not today, he said, 
and while some men have accept- 
ed the idea of the wives helping 
to earn the living they still sit 
back and let her do all the cooking 
and housework because they con- 
sider that a woman's work. This 


- has caused fraction in homes, he 


said, and if they are both gain- 
fully employed there is no reason 
why he shouldn't do his share 
of the housework. Women, too, 
have ideas that they should re- 
ceive the same chivalry from men 
that their grandmothers received 
without realizing that women in 
gaining her equality with men has 
lost her right to expect old fash- 
ioned courtesy. 
Traditional ex- 


pectations are out of gear, Dr. 
Ellezy said. I still believe in sens- 
ible courtesy, he said. 
There has been another change, 


the speaker said. The youth is not 
ready to accept things without 
questions. They want to know the 
facts about life. 


In marriage and family life, l». 


Ellezy said, there is no substitute 
for character, and the most im- 
portant thing is trust. Trast in a 
marriage crisis is the one thing 
that will hold it together, he said. 
Another thing that is needed in

People of today, he 
said, are beginning lo realize that 
their children need more than just 
giving them food, clothing and 
shelter—the most important thing 
is being a good mother and father. 
People today have come to believe 
that money is the important thing, 
it can buy anything or the way 
out of anything, Dr. Eliezy said. 
There is confusion in home life, 
confusion in life in general. 


The responsibility of adjusting 


to the right kind of living has be- 
come a game of passing the buck 
between home, school and church

The conviction was upheld on appeal and 
A & P paid the fine. 
Here are some of the 
Government's 


charges against A & P in the Criminal 
Case: 


That It "willfully and unlawfully formed and car- 
ried out . . . a wrongful and unlawful combination 
and conspiracy to unduly, unreasonably and di- 
rectly restrain interstate trade and commerce in 
food and food products produced, distributed and 
sold throughout the United States." 
HOW DID A & P CARRY OUT THIS 
UNLAWFUL CONSPIRACY? 


According to the Government's charges— 


1. It selected local areas and sold at retail in those 
areas sufficiently lower than elsewhere until con- 
trol of the desired percentage of retail business 
was obtained, using income from other areas and 
from operation of its non-retail business to off- 
set the losses or reductions in profits incident to 
such price cutting. 


2. It obtained for itself a systematic discriminatory 
buying preference over competitors by controlling 
the terms and conditions upon which food manu- 
facturers, processors, packers, and other supplier* 
shall sell to them and their competitors. 
It established this discriminatory buying 
preference by— 


Coercing suppliers to sell to other 
wholesalers and retailers on terms 
and conditions dictated by A & P. 
Coercing suppliers, through threats 
of withdrawal of their patronage and 
otherwise, to secretly maintain two 
price structures on their products, 
the lower of which would be charg- 
ed to A & P and the higher to A & P's 
competitor. 


Requiring suppliers to give A & P 
secret preferential discounts and prices 
and secret protection against price in- 
creases and price declines. 


Coercing suppliers to discontinue sell- 
ing direct to A & P's competitors 
while secretly continuing to sell di- 
rect to A & P at lower prices. 


Inducing suppliers to divert a large 
portion of their production to A & P 
and then threatening to withdraw 
its patronage unless such suppliers 
secretly gave A & P lower prices and 
larger discounts on its purchases. 


Demanding and obtaining options to 
purchase and handle 
substantially 


entire crops of growing fresh fruits, 
vegetables, and produce, thereby sub- 
stantially depriving A & P competi- 
tors of access to such products. 


J, It coercefl suppliers Into granting preferential 
discounts and rebates upon various pretexts unre- 
lated to any actual savins or service to the supplier 
by— 


Systematically 
exacting from sup- 


pliers large and arbitrarily fixed re- 
bates called "advertising allowances" 
for pretended services. 


Collecting 
brokerage 
on produce 


transactions where no brokerage ser- 
vice was rendered. Commenting upon 
this, Federal District Court Judge 
Lindley said: 


"This . . . served to give to A & P's 
retail units a preferential position in 
competition with other retailers, at 
the expense of the latter, who in- 
directly at least contributed broker- 
age and other earnings to Acco (At- 
lantic Commission Company—an A 
& P subsidiary) which in the end 
came to A & P ... 
These odorous 


unjustified 
transactions cannot be 


excused in any manner." 


Creating excessive accumulations of 
produce through planned withdrawals 
from and failure to enter markets for 
the purchase of A & P's normal re- 
quirements for produce until prices 
were abnormally depressed. 


Demanding discounts and allowances 
for so-called "floor space rentals", 
"store sales service", "feature pay- 
ments", "label and container allow- 
ances", "sign space rentals", and 
"mass displays", for PRETENDED 
"services" rendered suppliers but in 
reality performed in the 
ordinary 


course of selling A & P's own mer- 


chandise at retail, and so-called "spe- 
cial newspaper 
supplement 
space 


sales" and "special circular supple- 
ment sales" in which A & P adver- 
tised only their own merchandise for 
sale. 


4. "Defendants"—I.e. A * P—"foster false com- 
parisons of their prices with the prices charred by 
competitors and false reports calculated to con- 
ceal their activities and perpetuate their dominance 
and control of the distribution of food and food 
products." They did this by (among other things) — 
Organizing, financing and preparing pub- 
licity and propaganda for false front 
farmer, consumer and housewife organi- 
zations, civic clubs and other organiza- 
tions, and using the statements of such 
organizations in support of such falsa 
comparisons and reports as to prices, 
values, and services offered by A & P 
and its competitors. 


NOT A PRETTY PICTURE; IS IT? 
Commenting upon the finding of guilt by 
the trial Court, Circuit Judge Minton 
said: 


"On the whole record we think there is 
substantial evidence to support ihe find- 
ing as to the guilt of all defendants" 


The prosecution* and conviction of A & P 
consumed several years time and several 
hundred thousand dollars cf the tax pay- 
ers' money. 


BUT THE $175,000 FINE—AND IT WAS 
THE MAXIMUM THAT COULD BE IM- 
POSED—IS NO MORE THAN A FRAC- 
TION OF THE PROFITS DERIVED 
FROM THE MONOPOLISTIC AND UN- 
LAWFUL PRACTICES OF WEIGH A & 
P WAS CONVICTED. 


Obviously, this is no sufficient deterrent 
to a repetition of these enormously prof- 
itable unlawful practices in the future. 
When the Attorney General filed the 
Civil Suit he said its purpose was that 
of "securing relief against a repetition of 
the practices which were found illegal 
in the prior Criminal proceeding and also 
to dissipate the effect of these practices." 
So that's what the Civil Action is all 
about. 


There is no charge that A & P is too big, or thai 
there is anything wrong with the system of chain 
store distribution as such.

a stand-by

plan submitted by the National 
Security Resources Board. Short- 
ly thereafter President

said he hadn't rejected such a 
plan because the board hadn't 
submitted one. Baruch, in reply, 
suggested

examine White House files 


"Everything possible should be 


planned or in advance, debated 
and put in law now, so each oJ 
us knows what is expected o]

or her," Baruch said of

alarmist sense. I urged it before 
the second World War when it

Baruch said that merely to out- 


law the atomic bomb is no in- 
surance against destruction. 


"Unless this prohibition is ac- 


companied by a truly effective,

agreements to the advantage of 
those who may not. x x x x 


Should Be Tested 
"All future atomic energy pro- 


posals should be submitted to 
one test—do they mean safe and 
sure control? Anything less than 
that' would be worse than noth- 
ing."

"This would not mean taking

"We dare not wait until war

46 per cent—the most drastic any 
country has made. The peso, pre- 
viously worth about 20 American 
cents, was cut down to 11 cents.

1 emeritus of the Hawiian Sugar 
Planters' Association experimen- 
tal station, quietly got in touch 
with cortisone researchers 
and 


told them how stropanthus has 
been growing in Hawaii for 17 
years. 


Thus far, it is not known how 


the plant is pollinated.

cause of its sudden new import- 
ance as a source of a miracle drug 
Dr. Lyon is conducting new exper- 
iments, as well as attempting to 
grow the plant from cuttings.

HAWAIIAN SCIENTIST H. L. 
Lyon works in his experimental 
garden with strophanthus, the 
plant which thus far holds the 
greatest hope for the mass of 


arthritis sufferers. 


The plant is a potential source 


of the synthesized miracle drug, 
cortisone, which the famed Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, Minn., re- 
vealed several weeks ago. Tests 
with cortisone have brought im- 
mediate and dramatic results for 
arthritis victims, although in most 
cases repeat injections are re- 
quired as with insulin. 


At Mayo Clinic, cortisone com- 


pound is produced by a long and 
costly process requiring 37 chem- 
ical steps, beginning with a ma- 
terial obtained from ox bile. To 
meet the needs of one patient for 
one day requires the bile from 40 
head of cattle. And in the U. S. 
alone, more than 7,000,000 persons 
are afflicted every year with some 
form of arthritis and rheumatic 
fever.

How U. S. Can 
Help Europe 
By Helping 
Herself

WASHINGTON—The National 


Planning Association (NPA) has 
put out a pamphlet 
that 
asks 


Americans to take another look 
at the money they're putting out 
to help other nations. 


NPA is a private non-political 


research agency kept up by vol- 
unteer funds. 
Its current pam- 


phlet is by Frank Altschul, chair- 
man of the board of the General 
American Investors Co. of New 
York. 


Altschul has little faith in-put- 


ting tmt American money to other 
nations in the hope that they will 
be able to work themselves out 
of the chaos of World War II. 


Instead, he thinks the United 


States should move ahead so rap- 
idly on its own building program 
that it would have full employ- 
ment and would be buying in 
such a big way, both from its own 
and foreign, suppliers, that a good 
many 
foreign 
countries would 


have the American business they 
need to keep it going. 


He says: "There is work in this 


country crying to be done, not 
all of which an unaided capitalism 
can undertake. There are slums 
to clear, houses and roads, schools 
and hospitals to be built, railroads 
to be modernized 
and recondi- 


tioned. 


"There are natural resources to 


be husbanded through reforesta- 
tion, soil conservation and flood 
control. 


"There are sub-standard areas 


of the deep south which urgently 
need intensive effort. 
What is 


• desperately 
needed 
today is a 


long range program for building a 
better America." 


NPA's idea, as Altschul de- 


scribes it, is that if Americans 
move full tilt ahead to buy and 
build the things they need, they 
would buy enough abroad to put 
American dollars into the hands 
of many nations now getting them 
partly as a result of our aid pro- 
grams. 


Altschul says that before World 


War I Europe was comfortable as 
a factory which sold to the rest of 
the world, much of which had 
not yet learned to manufacture its 
own goods. 


But, he continues, as World War 


I and World War II cut off. na- 
tions from the factories of Eu- 
rope, the rest of the world had 
to learn to turn out its own goods. 


That drive for self sufficiency 


.from the rest of the world he 
says, lost Europe a good' many 
of its old markets and Europe has 
not yet adjusted itself either to 
the loss of old markets or to its 
search for new markets. 


Altschul thinks some of the U. 


S. plans for the post-World War II 
world have attempted to return 
the world to the old trade pat- 
terns, that they have not taken 
into account that wars have shift- 
ed the importance of Europe in 
world trade. 


His report says that America 


can't bring Europe back by mere 
grants or loans or whatever form 
its aid takes. But he does think 
there is a good chance to do so 
if it just drives ahead for "the 
things it wanst for itself. 


He doesn't say what programs 


or parts of programs should be 
financed by either public or' pri- 
vate money. But he does think 
that if, through both public and 
private money, America pushes 
ahead for a modern America, it
